If he had been, 
slightly burned, he would have 
probably stopped lighting them. 

As he lit the matches, he stroll¬ 
ed toward the garage. Each 
one to him was just a little 
more thrill than the other. He 
enjoyed the actions of the 
flame. Entering the garage, he 
noticed a small can of gasoline 
in the corner of the work bench. 

He could reach it. He had seen 
his father light gasoline to 
hurry the burning of trash. 

What a thrill It was to see the 
sudden burst of flames! He 
thot Ije would try it. He knew 
there would be objection and 
the door of the garage was wide 
open. He closed it so that no 
one could see him pour a little 
of the gasoline on the cement 
floor that he was certain would 
not burn. He did not realize 
that when he would light the 
gasoline it would cause a flame 
large enough to reach the bot¬ 
tom of mother’s car and ignite 
the oil and gasoline that had 
gathered about the engine. BUT 
IT DID! Before he could throw 
the match to the floor, the gar¬ 
age was filled with smoke and 
flame. 

A good neighbor discovered 
the black smoke coming from 
the garage and called the fire 
department. Fortunately, the 
fire fighters responded in rec¬ 
ord time. ’The boy was found on 
the floor of the garage, and 
badly burned. His life was sav¬ 
ed, but he will always be re¬ 
minded of his experience by the 
scars of fire that have been left. 

The entire community was also 
fortunate that the fire was dis¬ 
covered before reaching other 
houses. 

In large cities where fire 
fighters meet with much dif¬ 
ficulty in reaching a fire, blaze 
will reach a high proportion 
before arrival. If the fire has 
been prevented from spreading 
to other buildings, the job has 
been considered pretty well 
done. It is the sincere desire 
of the local fire fighters that 
the fire be reached before much 
damage can be done to house 
of the origin. 

That is why the men have 
voted to each spend a night 
at the station each month. The 
advantage of a driver being at 
hand when an alarm arrives Is 
strongly realized. At a business 
meeting, the fire boys discuss¬ 
ed the matter and after pro 
and con, voted In favor of the 
night duty. What the majority 
votes for In the Fire Depart¬ 
ment, Is what Is done. It makes 
no difference as to whether, you 
like It or not. If the vote says 
DO, well the fellows just DO. 

It’s not a matter of force or 
subjection. It’s always been a 
matter of true sportsmanship 
among the fire fighters. Friday 
evening’s drill took the crews 
to the upper part of the Sierra 
Madre Canyon. Much study was 
given to the Intricacies and dif¬ 
ficulties to be met there In* case 
of a fire. Being just a little 
different than an ordinary City 
street, some of the houses will 
have to be reached by carrying 
firehose for long distances b^ 
manpower rather than laying it 
with the fire truck as is cus¬ 
tomary. Such matters were dis¬ 
cussed to decide the greatest 
advantage. 

And after the drill, the meet¬ 
ing was detained by another 
fire call. This time another 
resident was careless enough to 
fall to make certain that the 
pile of trims and rubbish that 
he had been burning was com¬ 
pletely extinguished. In repeti¬ 
tion, let us say that If you per¬ 
mit the slightest amount of 
heat in packed pile of ashes 
containing materials Inflam¬ 
mable, it will eventually "take 
off” and there is absolutely NO 
MISTAKE about it. We urgently

permanent. Violation would 
have been in contempt of court. 
The dump was closed. 

It remained closed through 
stipulation entered into by 
Whichello and City Attorney T. 
R. Reynolds. The court matter 
w'ent off calendar. 

The court was never al¬ 
lowed to decide the equity of 
the matter. That Sierra Madre 
burned only from two to eight 
hours a month. That no 
smouldering was allowed. 
That clearance was obtained 
from fire and weather experts 
before burning. That atmos¬ 
pheric conditions were favor¬ 
able for burning each time. 
That the smoke went up and 
over the mountain. That cut 
and cover was not suitable. 
That cost of disposing with 
private firms was prohibitive. 
That the Sierra Madre dump 
did not contribute to the 
smog. 

Supervisor Smith said that 
the practical limit for hauling 
rubhi.sh to a dump or inciner¬ 
ator i.s seven miles. The city 
now haul.s it 14 miles because 
no other means of disposal is 
available. 

Recognizing the difficulties, 
Dr. McCabe has given Sierra 
Madre permission to stack rub¬ 
bish at the city dump for 10 
days until some solution Is 
worked out. But this cannot be 
done immediately, because 
clearance on the existing court 
order is not definite. 

Both Supervisor Smith and 
Smog Director McCabe have 
told the News that the dump 
here may be allowed to reopen. 
Negotiations toward this end, 
however, have not been started. 

Although Sierra Madre and 
other cities of the area have 
hoped that the county super¬ 
visors would institute a pro¬ 
gram for building Incinerators 
that would pay for themselves 
as the final means of beating 
the rubbish disposal problem at 
low cost, this Is now out of the 
picture. 

The county had started the 
program and included money 
for at least one incinerator In 
its budget this year, but the 
supervi.sors, over the vigorous 
objections of Supervisor Smith 
(see tax rate story in this is¬ 
sue), kicked it out by freezing 
it in the budget. 

The incinerator cut-back in 
the county budget represents 
less than 2 cents per $100 as- 
se.ssed valuation on the tax 
rate. 

An additional co.st of $12,000 
for rubbish disposal in Sierra 
Madre represents 24 cents on 
the tax rate.

“We’re just throwing up a 
smokescreen to cover up indus¬ 
tries that produce as much 
smoke individually as all the 
dumps combined,” Smith said. 

He declared that he would go 
along on the dumps when the 
board took action to “close up 
some of the factories” that do 
not comply with smog abate¬ 
ment regulations. 

The other members of the 
board voted: Close the dumps. 

And so the people thought 
they were beating the smog.

designated by the court. 

The wotermoster's report, just 
received by Brod and Council¬ 
man Herman Barter, indicated 
that Sierra Madre overdrew this 
amount by 30 per cent during 
the last fiscal year. 

During a single year a city 
is allowed to overdraw 20 per 
cent, but this must be made up 
the following year and within 
a five year period covered by 
agreement, Brod explained. 

Sierra Madre is now in the 
final year of the five year per¬ 
iod—at the end of which some¬ 
thing must be done about over¬ 
drafts. 

In entering this final year, 

Brod pointed out that the city 
is overdrawn 622.67 acre feet— 
about 50 per cent of its annual 
water right. 

This means that to clear the 
books Sierra Madre should cut 
its water consumption by 50 
per cent. 

The city obviously can’t, but 
Brod made an appeal, in a writ¬ 
ten statement to the NEWS, to 
every resident to COT BACK 
WATER USE and ELIMINATE 
WATER WASTE. 

What will happen when an 
accounting is made at the end 
of the current fiscal year is not 
certain, but it was pointed out 
that it might cost the city a 
heavy fine and it might result 
in less water from the Ray¬ 
mond Basin for Sierra Madre 
next year. 

Brod said that the city is now 
negotiating for acquisition of 
new water supplies. 

In the mecmtime, he osked 
thot volunterry conservation 
methods be used. On comple¬ 
tion of a review by the water- 
master v/ater use limitations 
may be “enforced by low ac- . 
cording to the wotermoster's 
approisal of the gravity of the 
situation," he send. 

In the interests of the com¬ 
munity, he asked that water 
users conform with the follow¬ 
ing provisions: 

1. —Do not use water for the 
wetting of open ground. 

2. —Do not wash walks, courts, 
driveways or hard-surfaced 
areas. 

3. —Do not wash autos or other 
vehicles with hose. Use a con¬ 
tainer such os a pcdl. 

4. —Do not use water in orna¬ 
mental or other types of foun¬ 
tains or pools. 

5. —Check all faucets, valves 
and other parts of plumbing 
system for leaks and repair 
same at once. 

6 . —Do not water annual plants. 

7. —Do not woter trees or plants 
by hose. Use a pail or other 
container. If watering is done 
by hose, the hose should be 
held while watering. 

8 . —In watering lawns, the hose 
should be held in hand; 
never lay it down. Where au¬ 
tomatic s p r i n k 1 ers cue in¬ 
stalled, the system should 
never be left unattended 
while water is on. 

9. —Use the minimum quontity 
of water possible. 

10. —Promptly report evidence 
of water waste to the Water 
Superintendent. 

“Experience In other com¬ 
munities has shown that water 
conservation by the. people Is 
very effective," Brod said. 

"Let us hope It will not be 
necessary to use police enforce¬ 
ment or restrictive measures in 
Sierra Madre.”

year to 67.26 cents for 1948-49. 
The district’s bonds increased 
from 3.74 cents to 4.12 cents. 
Total: $ .7138. 

All of these go to make up 
the total school tax rate. In 
addition, an item called “School 
Service” was tacked on by the 
last session of the state legis¬ 
lature to cover added expense 
of schooling handicapped chil¬ 
dren. It amf»unts to .14 cents. 
It is included in the total school 
rate. 

The city rate was set three 
weeks ago by the city council 
at $1.83 per $100 assessed valu¬ 
ation.

WILL SIERRA MADRE GET AN ARMORY? 


MARGARET MILLER DISCUSSES ARMORY 


PUBLISHED EVERY THURSDAY 


Unofficial estimoteB on the trend of local opinion strongly 
indicates that a substantial majority of Sierra Madre citizens hope 
that on armory will be built in this community. 

They want an armory for a number of reasons. Here are some 
of them: 

An armory assures the continuance here of the local National 
Guard company with it^ supplemental organization, the National 
Guard Reserve unit, both of which are attracting a high type of 
younger and older men. The importance of both units to security 
of this area in the chaotic times which are looming up in the not 
too distant future is of the utmost concern to sober-minded Sierra 
Madreans. 

The armory, which will cost approximately $100,000 will be built 
without cost to Sierra Madre. If it is not erected here it will be 
erected somewhere else since 

local niilltary units must be for the worst.” Indications 
properly housed. throughout the world clearly 

Such a building will be as point to the necessity for pre- 
much of a civic center as it will 
be an armory since all local 
groups will have an oppor¬ 
tunity to use it except when it 
is used for military purposes. 

Guard units will use it about 
two evenings per week. This 
would make the building avail¬ 
able for luncheons, dinner meet¬ 
ings, dances, games for young 
and old, morning and after¬ 
noon conferences of local citi¬ 
zens for two-thirds of the week. 

Building of an armory here 
will assure the continuance 
of the National Guard unit with 
its payroll of more than $30,- 
000 a year at no cost to Sierra 
Madre. 

The question which seems to 
be disturbing some of us is 
“Where should the armory be 
located?” 

There are those who favor the 
city owned land near the pump¬ 
ing plant. This location has been 
rejected by National Guard in¬ 
specting officMS because, in 
wet seasons, the terrain there 
would not be suitable for the 
use of military equipment. It 
is also pointed out that this 
site—which might be quite 
adaptable for a base ball dia¬ 
mond, foot ball field, etc.— 
would be found objectionable 
by parents of very young chil¬ 
dren or even older ones because 
of the difficulty of supervision. 

Others favor the city owned 
property near the Woman’s 
Clubhouse as a central point for 
civic affairs. In this they are 
supported by National Guard 
Inspecting officers who have 
approved this site—subject to 
concurrence by the city coun¬ 
cil. 

One objection to this site by 
those who want Sierra Madre 
to have an armory but prefer to 
have It somewhere else is that 
it would prevent the expansion 
of the City Park recreation fa¬ 
cilities. Those who favor this 
site point out that it would 
provide an immediate expan¬ 
sion of recreation facilities—at 
no cost to the city—and would 
provide warmth and shelter for 
indoor recreation during a large 
part of the year. 

Then there are a few of what 
apparently comprise a minority 
of opinion who do not want an 
armory in Sierra Madre—any¬ 
where or at any price or at no 
price at all. Among these are 
some who oppose military pre¬ 
paredness in this country, obvi¬ 
ously oblivious to the terrific 
price all of us may be called 
upon to pay unless—awhile

Turning Sweets Into 
Weight Complicated at 
Least in Laboratory 

Nothing seems easier than to 
eat a lot of sweets and gain 
weight, but the University of 
California College of Agricul¬ 
ture is in the midst of an ex¬ 
tensive experiment proving that 
it really is a complicated pro¬ 
cedure. 

The conversion of sugar Into 
fats in the body has long been 
a mystery to scientists but now 
Professor Barker has succeeded 
for the first time in extracting 
the change-producing sub¬ 
stances—e n z y m e s—^from the 
living cells of certain bacte¬ 
rium. The bacteria convert 
ethyl alcohol and acetic acid, 
both derived from sugar. Into 
fatty acids, and it does It in 
about 10 chemical steps. Six of 
these steps now have been sep¬ 
arated and studied in detail, 
and the veil is slowly being 
lifted from the rest. As the 
chemical reaction is probably 
the same or very similar in 
bacteria and humans, the scien¬ 
tists believe that sound knowl¬ 
edge of how sugar Is converted 
Into fat may prove an Impor¬ 
tant groundwork for subse¬ 
quent biological and medical 
studies.
